Ministers’ Health 
Insurance Program 


Letters have gone to the full-time 
ministers and the churches they serve 
asking for the enrollment of the min- 
ister in the Health Insurance Program 
of the United Church of Christ. Both 
the Board of Directors and the South- 
east Conference have approved this 
program. In order for our Conference 
to join this program, 75% of our full- 
time ordained pastors must apply and 
after that, the part-time men, the Con- 
ference staff and others can be enrolled. 
If your church has a full-time minis- 
ter, one that is giving his full time to 
the work of the church, then would you 
see to it that the church approves and 
encourages that minister to join the 
plan? 

Each church with a full-time minis- 
ter should have received information 
and the enrollment card. The enroll- 
ment card should be signed by both 
the church and the minister and re- 
turned to the Conference office. 

Over and over again, our ministers 
are fraught with medical and hospital 
bills they cannot pay because of low 
salaries they are receiving. This makes 
for an unsteady ministry. Many of the 
40 state Conferences have their minis- 
ters enrolled, and we hope ours will be 
next,

Williams Chapel 


Has Homecoming 


Williams Congregational Christian 
Chapel, Rev. Elgie Lairsey pastor, held 
its homecoming service May 7, 1967, 
with Dr, William J. Andes as guest 
speaker for the morning service. 

Williams Chapel was organized in 
1933 and the first house of worship was 
built with the help of a grant-loan of 
$600 from the Congregational Church 
Building Society. In December, 1965, 
this sum was repaid to the Board for 
Homeland Ministries of the United 
Church of Ohrist, successor to the 
Church Building Society. 

For the first dozen years, the pastor 
served three other churches. Through 
the help of the Women’s Missionary 
Guild, the only group to meet regular- 
ly, the church reached its first real 
milestone of progress in 1945, becom- 
ing a full-time self-supporting church, 
soon built a parsonage, and an educa- 
tional building. 

In August 1958, a new building for 
worship was put into use. In 1963, ad- 
ditional land was bought. From the 
bulletin for homecoming day: “We are 
humbly grateful for God’s never ceas- 
ing goodness to us. For the service and 
sacrifice of dedicated ministers our 
church is indebted. We had the use 
and benefit of $600 without interest 
for almost a third of a century and a 
large portion of our pastor’s salary was 
paid by the Mission Board for over 
twelve years. We were benefitted by 
services from the state and national 
bodies of the church at any time we 
requested it. Although the legal obli- 
gation has been discharged, we still 
owe a debt of gratitude which is a 
debt of honor, and we can meet it only 
by continued support of the organiza- 
tions of the denomination.”

Rey. Harold A. Schulz Wins 
Freedoms Foundation 


Award For July 4 Sermon 


For his Independence Day sermon, 
“Proclaim Liberty to All the World,” 
preached at St. John’s Church July 3, 
1966, Rev. Harold A. Schulz received 
the Freedoms Foundation major award 
and the George Washington Honor Me- 
dal Award, 


In part, Harold stated in his sermon: 

“In being Americans we are fortu- 
nate to find an open road to worship 
freely the God of love rather than to 
be forced to bow down to false and 
lifeless gods of man’s evil invention. 
That we possess the divine privilege 
to worship God is the genius of the 
American pattern of life, It is the sa- 
ered tie that unites us as citizens of 
America at the same time. The oppor- 
tunity to worship God as one desires 
is spiritual breath to the soul as oxy- 
gen is to the lungs. It means life and 
the pursuit of happiness. 


“Tt is well to observe that in the his- 
tory of our country liberty has been 
and continues to be proclaimed to all 
the inhabitants by men of good cour- 
age. We see General George Washing- 
ton at prayer at Valley Forge seeking 
the needed strength, guidance and 
providence of God to continue the bat- 
tle... There is Abraham Lincoln who 
walked out of a log cabin in the Ken- 
tucky woods to become a lawyer and 
then a senator... we watch that gang- 
ling statesman leaving his home in 
Springfield, Illinois, to become Presi- 
dent of the United States and to give 
freedom to the Negro members of our 
society ... 

“Are we not aware of those men who 
are fighting gallantly and praying to- 
day to safeguard these rights from the 
threat of the evil monster of Commu- 
nism ... from the forest of Valley 
Forge to the jungles of Vietnam, Amer- 
ica is still the ‘land of the free and the 
home of the brave.’ 

“Let us proclaim our religious liber- 
ty by using it. Our nation’s greatest 
asset is that of acknowledging and 
worshiping the one and only Power in 
life . . . Inasmuch as man must of ne- 
eessity worship something or someone, 
that Someone must be God.

The United Church Of 
Christ As It Looks Today 


Dr. Fred S. Buschmeyer, April 29, 1967 
Southeast Conference Annual Meeting 


All of God’s little people are saying 
all over the world, “We will be free 
from contempt.” This is the most sig- 
nificant sound made by a united single 
group in our day and age. This be- 
speaks something of tremendous im- 
port to me as a member of the United 
Church of Christ. This means some- 
thing more than being given formal 
status. All of God’s world today is in 
a state of ferment. You cannot put 
down this,. and in God’s world today 
you cannot say that things are the 
same now as they will be in the future, 
We have an ecumenical movement, 
The United Church of Christ has done 
something about ecumenicity. We have 
cut across national, cultural, and ethnic 
lines. We have said that we believe 
in a God who is the God of all history, 
For the first time, we have tried to 
cross historic, basic, and cultural back- 
grounds, We have brought together 
denominations of different families. In 
America, we have not really been pure 
Congregational — we have practiced a 
modified Presbyterianism rather than 
pure Congregationalism-delegated au- 
thority. The E & R side practices con- 
gregationalism altogether. We now have 
defined freedom in the church and our 
E & R friends brought this. Congrega- 
tionalists have brought to the United 
Church the insistence that every local 
church has the right to be in and of 
itself an authentic reflection of Jesus 
Christ. 


The authority of God through Jesus 
Christ is here and if we ever lose it, 
it will be because we throw it away 
ourselves. Five years ago, we had 62 
state Conferences — now we have 40 
state Conferences, through consolida- 
tion. They have all had growing pains 
putting churches together. 


If we were to take one of the pro- 
grams of actions taken at General Sy- 
nod, I think you and I would be proud 
of our place in history. Two things we 
should bear in mind: 


1. What are we doing in line with the 
plans of God? 


2. Is it actually meeting the needs 
of his people in this time in history?

“How Communicate 
This Gospel?” 


—from Rev. Karlton C. Johnson’s 
Address at Annual Conference, 
Birmingham, Alabama 


Speaking on the subject “How Com- 
municate This Gospel?”, Rev. Karlton 
C. Johnson based his remarks on statis- 
tics compiled for this purpose and bas- 
ed on figures in the Year Book, 


On the basis of figures, the Southeast 
Conference has now about 129 church- 
es, 5 of which are inactive, where we 
had 145 in 1961 (including E & R and 
‘Conv, of So, churches now in SE Conf.) 
Our membership in 1961 was 12,912 
and in 1965 it was 11,485. The total 
benevolent giving dropped from $73,- 
194 in 1961 to $56,424 in 1965, 


Nationally, one-fourth of the church- 
es have less than 100 members; in our 
Conference, we have three-fourths of 
our churches with less than 100 mem- 
pers. The number of small congrega- 
tions has been consistently high during 
the past 15 years. 


Between 1950 and 1960, 56 of the 
129 congregations listed in the 1966 
Year Book had a decline in church 
membership. Between 1960 and 1965, 
60 of the 129 congregations reported 
a membership decrease. Many of these 
church membership decreases occurred 
in communities where the population 
had increased. 


Besides this, we have many congre- 
gations sharing the services of a pastor 
with one or more churches. It is prob- 
able that about 61 churches with fewer 
than 100 members are either without 
pastors, served by laymen, served by 
part-time pastors or have their own 
full-time ministers. 


In the face of this decline how can 
we communicate this gospel? First, 
how do we communicate the gospel? 


By evangelism — reaching into the 
community and the world; edify the 
saints — growing in grace and know- 


ledge of our Lord and Savior; and in- 
fluencing favorably the social struc- 
ture and climate in which the church 
exists. We need 150 people giving $70 
minimum a year just to begin support- 
ing a church. We need 200 people just 
to support a church at a bare mini- 
mum, We have about 24 that qualify 
on this basis. A church of 150 members 
is not a full-time job for a man worth 


New Professor Named 


At Vanderbilt 


A widely-known church historian, 
Dr. Wilhelm Pauck, has been named 
distinguished Professor of Church His- 
tory at the Vanderbilt University Di- 
vinity ‘School, His appointment be- 
comes effective September 1, 1967. 

Dr. Pauck, leaving ‘his position at 
Union Theological Seminary in New 
York after a tenure of fourteen years, 
becomes Vanderbilt’s fourth Distin- 
guished Professor. Dr. Pauck served as 
professor of Church History and then 
Charles A. Briggs Graduate Professor 
of ‘Church History at Union. Prior to 
that, he was at the Chicago Theologi- 
eal Seminary as in instructor and pro- 
fessor of Church History and at the 
same time taught history at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Born in Laasphe, Germany, in 1901, 
he studied at University of Goettingen 
and received theology degrees at Uni- 
versity of Berlin and University of 
Giessen. In 1964, he earned a Litt. D. 
degree at Upsala College in New Jer- 
sey. 

Dr. Pauck has published five books 
and contributed to ten others. In addi- 
tion, he frequently writes for religious 
journals and magazines. One of his 
more famous ‘works, The Church 
Against the World, was written in col- 
laboration with Richard Niebuhr and 
Francis Miller in 1934. An expert on 
Martin Luther and the Reformation, 
Pauck was quoted extensively by Time 
magazine in their recent cover story 
on that early Sixteenth Century Re- 
formation leader. 


his salt. What can we consider? 


1. Amalgamation — merge with an- 
other congregation, making one church, 


2. Yoked Parish — one pastor serving 
two or more churches in cooperation. 


3. Federate — join with another 
church of another denomination, What 
are the deterrents to this? Oversenti- 
mentality for the building and its con- 
tents, for the cemetery, and for the lo- 
cation; and idolatry of the building. 


We can come face to face with our 
situation and grapple with it or we can 
push it under the rug and do nothing. 
We have called our Conference Min- 
ister to one of the toughest jobs in the 
country — how are we going to help 
him do his job?

Another Missionary Is 


Expelled From Rhodesia 


Some 250 Rhodesians, black and 
white, went to the airport in Salisbury, 
Rhodesia, to say goodbye to the Rev. 
Neill Richards, his wife and two small 
children. They sang “God Be With You 
Till We Meet Again” and kept on 
singing it even after the police ordered 
them to stop. 

Mr, Richards is the third UCBWM 
missionary expelled from Rhodesia. 
The government declared him a “pro- 
hibited immigrant” on April 13 and 
gave the family seven days to leave 
the country. No reason was offered. He 
was one of 10 UCBWM missionaries 
who refused to register with the gov- 
ernment last June.

Samuel Penn, Dies 


The Rev. Samuel Madison Penn, 
87, retired Congregational Christian 
minister, died on Thursday, May 25, 
in Coweta General Hospital, New- 
nan, Ga., after a lengthy illness. 

A native of Paulding County, Ga., 
Mr, Penn was born July 22, 1879, 
the son of the late William Taylor 
and Josephine Stewart Penn. He 
graduated from Atlanta Theological 
Seminary in 1913 with a BBL de- 
gree, 

He served many ichurches in Geor- 
gia, North Carolina, and Alabama, 
including some in and around Roa- 
noke, He was pastor of Center Con- 
gregational Church in Atlanta at the 
beginning of his ministry. He retir- 
ed after 50 years in Christian ser- 
vice, 

Mr. Penn was married to the for- 
mer Nellie Durham of Acworth, Ga. 
She preceded him in death by eight 
months, Both had resided at New- 
nan with son Paul and his family 
since 1962. 

Funeral services were held at 
Antioch Congregational Christian 
Church, Roanoke, Ala., on Sunday 
afternoon, May 28th, The Rev. H. 
Dan Rice, pastor of First Methodist 
Chureh of Newnan, Dr. Jesse Dol- 
lar, the Rev. E. G. Clark, and the 
Rev. Olin Sheppard of Roanoke of- 
ficiated. Burial was in the church 
cemetery. 

Survivors are two daughters, Mrs. 
Carl Lyndon of Sophia, N. C., and 
Mrs. Harris Coletrane of North Mi- 
ami, Fla.; seven sons, Buell Penn of 
Roanoke, Ala., George Penn, D. D., 
of Surfside, Fla., Paul Penn of New- 
nan, Ga., Samuel Penn of Marow, 
Ga., Horace Penn of Leaksville, 
N. C., Melbourne Penn of Lanett, 
Ala., and Walter Penn of Birming- 
ham, Ala; 17 grandchildren and 
eight great-grandchildren. 

The Rev. Mr. Penn is also surviv- 
ed by two sisters and three brothers.
